This morning we received French papers to the 27th 
inftant. ‘I'he public will be much difappointed to find 
that, notwithf{tanding the late date of thefe journals, 
they contain no certain intelligetice relative to the ‘Tou- 
lon expedition. It is merely {tated as a report in feve- 
ral papers of the 26th and 27th, that Buonaparte had 
arrived at his deftination. 

According to the French accounts, the tranfports 

attached to the Toulon fleet failed from Malta on the 
16th of June, and Buonaparte followed them on the 
17th. It is alfo Gid, that Admiral Nelfon was feen 
on the fame day off Syracufe. In this fituation it is 
highly probable the fleets mult have met; and if the 
dates be correét, we may every moment expect to hear 
very important intelligence from the Mediterranean. 
. After the termination of the conferences at Seltz, 
the French Minifters, Bonnier and Jean Debrie, noti- 
fied to the Direétorial Minifter at Rafltadt, that they 
were inveited with full powers to conclude a peace with 
the Empire. ‘Hitherto they had exhibited only powers 
for negociating. 

On the sft of Thermidor (July 20) the French Mi- 
nifters delivered their reply to the lait note of the Im- 
perial Deputation: 

In this anfwer the French Plenipotentiaries obferve, 
that though a {tate have an acknowledged limit, it does 
not follow that they ought not to take meafures for {e- 
curing that limit. ‘They remark, that France having 
been attacked, and having triumphed, fhe ought to a- 
dopt meafures of precaution for the future; and that 
fhe may juftly chim a compenfation for the inmenfe fa- 
cxifcon fis has been compelled to make in her own de- 

ence. 

After obferving that the Deputation of the Empire 
f{eem not to have underftood the note tranfmitted by 
the French Legation on the 4th Meflidor, the minif-

They renew the demand of the renunciations detail- 
ed in the Note of the 14th Floreal, and particularly 
that the Empire hall ftipulate in the treaty of peace the 
abandonment of all rights and claims whatloever on fuch 
parts of Italy as now belong to Republics eftablifhed in 
that country. They demand alfo, that “@ikthal be 
ceded to the French Republic.

HOUSE OF COMMONS=July 27. :

had been Jed to hold out offers of amnelty to induce, the 
deluded to return to their allegiance, rather than purfue 
them by that vengeance which their crimes had defer- 
ved, had given to thefe perfons, now in prifon, the 
alternative of banifhment for life from his Majefty’s do- 
minions rather than profecute them to that conviftion 
and capital punifhment, which in: ftriét juftice awaited 
their guilt. The other meafure was, that of rendering 
the property of thofe, who, by their aétivity in the re- 
bellion itfelf, had been immediately inftrumental in the 
plunder and ruin of the King’s loyal’ fubjects; refponfi- 
ble fo far as it would go in aiding the berievolence of the 
crown to compenfate the injuries fuftained by the loyal 
and well difpofed—and by a bill of ‘attainder, velting 
that propety fo forfeited, in the harids of the ¢rown, 
| who, there could be no manner of doubt, would exert 

the royal difcretion and prerogative fort the relief of thofe 
loyal fubjects who had gallantly rifked their lives, and 
fuftained ruin to their property in refifting rebellion.— 
With refpect to the former meafure, he moved for leave 
to bring in a bill to prevent the returfi’ to this kingdom 
of all perfons, wlio either in confequence of a commu- 
tation of fentence, actual conviction, or compromife, 
fhould be tranfported out of this kingdom for high trea- 
fon, and to prevent their going into any enemy’s coun- 
try.—Leave given. 

With refpect to the latter meafure, ‘he faid it would 
be neceflary to examine fome evidence at the bar, in 
order to jultify on the cleareft- grounds the meafure he 
was about tointroduce. The perfons te whom he 
fhould allude in this bill were, .firft-—-Lotd Edward 
Fitzgerald—the others were Beauchamp Bagenal Har- 
vey and Cornelius Grogan, Efgrs. late of the county of 
Wexford, now deceafed, but the whole.of whom were 
notorioufly aétive in the rebellion, He then moved, 
“ That General Craddock be called to the bar.’ 

The General accordingly attended; and being de- 
fired by Mr Speaker to ftate to the Houfe what he 
knew concerning the guilt of Beauchamp Bagenal Har- 
vey and Cornelius Grogan, late of the county Wexford, 
during the late rebellion in that county Mated—*: That 
he was him({clf Prefident of that Court-Martial at which 
thefe perfons were tried ; and.that it appeared in evi- 
dence. before them, that Bagenal Harvey was Com- 
mander in Chief of the rebel armyat the battle of 
Rofs, where he directed the fummons-in his own -hand- 
.writing for the King’s troops to furrender ; that he af- 
terwards appeared in that battle leading a confiderable 
body of horfe againft the King’s troops and feveral 
commiflions figned by hint appointing officers of the re- 
bel ftaff were produced in evidence.” 

It appeared alfo in evidence againft Cornelius Gro- 
gan, “ That he was appointed and acting as Commiffa- 
ry General to the rebel army in the county of Wexford, 
procured for them provifions, forage; and other necef- 
faries ; that it appeared in evidence he had’ called at 
the hoafe of a woman near Wexford town, arid pointed 
out certain parts of her propery which the was ta retain
